*^ fpread the earth ; I walked as in a cloud ; 
•' and could perceive nothing but occalional 
" fparks of fire, rifmg fuddenly into the 
**.air, which might be occafioned, I thought, 

by an ignis fatuus^ or fomething ftill worfc. 

** I was blindly groping out the path I 

had fo frequently trod, when (lumbling 
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'* againft a tree, I fell proftratc on the 
ground. I rofe to refume my way, but 
foon found I had totally loft the track I had 
" hitherto purfucd. Fearing that I fliould 
" plunge deeper in the forcft, and fall into 
" fome of the dangerous places with which 
'^ I had been told it abounded, I refolved to 
" wait for d$y, and pafs the night on the 
** fpot where I was, endeavouring to colleft 
" for my couch what dry branches I c<juld 
•'fiodin the dark." 

'*I had fcafcely refted niyfelf an hour, 
*^ when I' heard the ndife, that had fo fre- 
" qqently alarmed hi^i and whfch at a 
" diftance refembled the march of a body 
" of men clad in armour. They feemed to 
" approach, to feparate, to reft, and then to 
** begin their march again. I fancied they 
** took different roads, and foon I diftiii- 
** guifhed the voices of two of thofe beings, 
*' whom I had hitherto fuppofed to be 
** fprites. They flopped juft behind the 
** Inifli undet' ^Wch 1 was lying; and" I

My courage now beg^a t» WHru^-, I

might fupply the de&ci^scy of npsg eye*; 

and' I wa$, foop^ completely cootyinced^ 
♦* that thofe pb^ntQmsi at which I had be«n 
^* fo often intjmidatedt, w^rq b^ other t;haii 
*' men like myfelf.. They^ cgoajpUined of 
^* the badiiefs of the *f^>^r, ^ucfed tjirir 
^* maflscra, d^d e^pcejBM tja^in igipatience 
^^ fojc tke. zrm^. of 4ay^, X w§fl on the g^oiat 
^ of difcov^ing i»yfd|f, that I mJgV a- 
•^hridg^ thc^ tcriiauftitfa Qjf the wght by 
** converfatioja^ when^ a^ few w;^4$ ^ich 
« tbcjr dropped m§df mtfirft WjM]|l tp, Jyiaw 
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^ moite c«neefiiitig thtto, and hi canfc- 
^qiftWcte I cndcavotiitd to approach 

^' • Wtat n6ifc did 1 htar ?' cried one olF 
" them. * Something ctrt^nly ftirrcd W 
•^ 4^infd^the bufti. Is the man, ^ who crdffes 
"^ the' wood, ^ gone by '?* 

'*'• Onde/ anfwered the other : * and he 
'* commonly does not return till near fun 
**'tife. 'Befides, he never does^harm to any 
** body, lb -you have nottiing'to ftar, even 
^**wre*it he.' 

" * But perhap? it is John ^trrffitian, 
***ivho, tth^y fey, was e«cutcd here.— 
" Wherever I meet him, I'tarn out rif his 
*' way,'and'prayfor'his foiiL* 

« «May^God forgive hrim V refumed the 

**^fecOna in a tone of affright : •'See ! he is 

'^' dffcTBfed in White, except that his collar is 

*^'ftained with blood. Poor fool ! perhaps 

** he wasinnoteiit.* 

" Thefc words, and fonfjc others fimilar 
^'*to thert), Jndoced me to^bdieve, thatmy 
** neighbours were talking of me. My 
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<< white cloak with a red'collar wns plainly 
«< defcribed^ and I^could not avoid laughing 
<* to myfelfj to think I was afting the part 
^* of fpritc to thqfc, who had fo • long 
*^ adtcd it toward mc. 

<* * Did not I hear the fpirit laugh ?• 
** continued one of them. * He is endea* 
*' vouring to provoke us : let us get out of 
«* his way.* 

•* • We dare not quit our ftation •, you 
** know we n^uft wait here for our mafters/ 

V * Are they gone again, do you think, 
" to Wifbadcn ?' 

** ' Yes : God knows what will be the 
^' end of this enterprife,* 

** Some other perfons arrived foon af- 
*' ter, and my neighbours relinquilhed to 
" them their places, after having fprcad 
** their cloaks under the trees for tljem to 
•* repofe on. My new companions ordered 
•* the former to retire, and I found myfelf 

within hearing of a converfation far more 
'* intcrcfting than the preceding one, and 
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** which' indeed fo engaged my attention, 
** chat I was on the point of betraying my- 
"felf. . . 

*^ I learned, that they had formed the 
^* defign of furprifing the count of Wirtem- 
** berg at Wilbaden, where he believed him- 
** felf in fecurity. One of them, whom I 
** judged, from hisdifcourfe^ to be the com- 
** mander of a numerous band, frankly con- 
** fefled, that he was not tempted, like his 
** followers, by the hope of the immenfe 
*' booty they muft infallibly gain 5 but that 
** all his defires centered in the beauteous 
** wife of count Everard, by whom he haci 
•* formerly been beloved, and who, in a fit 
** of difguft, had fince given her hand to 
** the count. 

** My attention was every moment more 
*' and more excited ; for one calculated the 
** number of count Everard's enemies, while 
** another recited their names, amongfl: 
•* which were two of the houfe of, Unna, 
«' the father and the brother of Herman. 
** When the dawn began to peep, a greater 
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*• number appeared, and a trounril was 
<«1idd. Two df -them Tclatcd what ntry' 
« had obfervcd at Wifl^adcn : the day x)t 
** attacfk was fixed, and, to my dJftraftion, 
<* it was the day that was Ihcn approach- 
^* ing. Inftantly I formed the rcfolution of 
•« warning thie count of his danger ; but to 
*' enable him to efcapc, not a moment was 

<« to be loft. 

" Without allowing myfelf farther time 
♦• for recolleftion, I rofe gently, refolving 
« to avail myfelf of the error into which the 
«< fcrvadts had fallen rcfpeaing me, and "of 
«' which r had perceived 'fome traces hi the 
<« converfation of therr matters. I turned 
«' my coat, that its red linhig might appear 
*^ the more terrible, and Qowly fta&cd acrofi 
« a path, thiit kd clofe by them. 1 ibund 
<« that they perceived me, notwittlflaiidmg 
« the gloom of the wood, tind thatmy ap- 
«« pcarance occafioncd ageiwralalafm.— ^ 
" They were all at once dumb, «s If ftr«ck 
«« with thunder, and I-was at fome diftance 
^» when I'heard the^following words ;* It is 
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^* almoft.day, and yet there is the (peftrc 
^' gone by ! he is in red too : an ocncD that 
^* can bode no good: wc IhaU certainly 
*^ have a bloody day/ 

*^ As foon aa I was out of their (ight, I 
*^ quickened my pace, and arrived almoft 
*^ breathlefs at Wifhadeh. I demanded to 
** fpeak to the count* The perfons in 
*^ waiting were aftonilhcd to fee me, and 
ran inftantly to tell him that Munfter, 
who was fuppofed to be iti Italy, was ar- 
•* rived^ and announced his having fome- 
** tting of importance to communicate. 

** I was well received by the count, 
" though I had returned without his per* 
*' miflion. Well knowing my fidelity, he 
*^ prefumed that I had not quitted my poft 
" without reafon. I fpoke not, . therefore, 
*^ of the real motives of rny journey, but; 
inftantly difclofed the plot I had over- 
heard in theforeft from the knights of 
** St. Martin, (a name they affumed from 
*^ having formed their defign on the eve 6f 
Vol. II, . E 
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** that faint), and the moment when thejr 
«* intended to put it into execution. 

** Unfortunately I related alfo what the 
•* difcarded lover of the countcfs of Wir- 
^* temberg had faid of his fornricr intimacy 
** with her : and the countefs was prefcnr; 
•* She pretended that I infultfed her, anil 
'^ that my whole ftery Was a fatlfehood, fa- 
^ bricated for Ibme ill dcfign ; declaring, 
'* that ihe had not been ignorant of my ar- 
^ rival, notwithftanding all my precautioiis 
^ to keep it fecret \ that feveral of her peo- 
«' pfe had fcen me for fome days roaming 
about the neighbourhood, and adding 
many other complaints of a fimilar na- 
f * ture, which fo prejudiced the couric 
** againft all I could fay, that he gave di'- 
•* ders for my being imprifoned. 

** Concdve what tnuft have been my 
^* ficuation. Not only was I Tulpeded by 
** my matter, and puniflied for having ful- 
•< filled the duty of a faithful fubjeft, but 
.** 1 beheld the count himfelf, thmugh bh 
** own fault, expofcd to the moft inimi- 
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^* ncnt dtager, and with Um my Maria, 
*' and the dear infant whom Ihe loved more 
•^ than life* 

*• The houf of attack arrived. My 
** heart audibly palpitfited within: ipe* Yee 
** I reccivtd. a fort of confofetirta, when I 
♦^ heard in thfi court of the c^ftlethe found 
*^ of hoffe^ and c^rriagfs, aod the clamouf 
•* of the people who i^med e^ger to go 
♦* out : for I then fappofed jmy informfttioti 
** had not been wholly difreg%rded, and 
^* that it was ftijl poQibiethe objeft of my 
*^ love might be hv^. 

" To this tumult a profound filencc fuc- 
•* cceded, that ftrengthen^d my hopes^ and 
•^ renderied me more trgnqMil ; but fpoa 
'* the claftiing of areas, and neighihg, of 
*^ ft.€?d8, ipformQdjBe, th^t thie koight$ of 
** St. M^tia were «9g4ged . in their ,at» 
•^ t^mpt. > 

" I was pe?fe^y ignpriint of ^h^t pjiflSL 
♦* cd, fxpqpf that I CQuld he^r the ffpm of 
<« the dyii*g, and thie ibou^s of the jvi^€>r9, 
** wjJieH, pfi a fv»ddpn^QiDie yvf^ds^k^fipty^ 
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V fufedly ftruck my cars, led me to fop* 
^ pofe that the conquerors were refolvcd 
«* to crown their enterprize, by committing 
^ the caftle to the flames. The threat 
^ chilled my blood ; and my fenfes pre- 
•' fctitly told me that it was aAually car- 
^ ried into execution. The fmoke entered 
•♦ the little grated window of my dungeon, 
♦' which was illuminated by the light of the 
** conflagration. A prifoner, I was left tb 
^* perilh without fuccour, unlefs fomc mi- 
^ Taclc Ihould come to my deliverance. 

*' Not conceiving myfelf fufficiently fa- 
** voured by Heaven to expeft fuch an 
^* event, I tried the ftrength of my own 
^* flioulders in burfting the door of my pri- 
'* fon, and fucceeded. Traverfing the fub- 
•* terraneous paflTage that led to it, I reach- 
** ed one of the courts of the caftle. One 
** wing was entirely in flames •, my eyes 
^•mechanically turned to the other, in 
•* which was the apartment of Maria, This 
^ too the flames had already caught in fe- 
^ i^eral places.——* Fortunately,' fiiid I 
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" within myfclf, ' (he is fafe : for there 
"can be no doubt (he was amongft thofe 
" who fled in, time from the danger* But 
" has fhe aftuaUy cfcaped V added I, as if 
" by fecret infpiration i and without fur* 
*^ ther refledion I flew to the place, which 
** I had never before .vifited with fimilar 
** feelings, hoping not to find in it" my 
" Maria. 

"In faft, that part of the caftic was 
*.* fufficiently quiet j 1 faw no body ; but the 
" fmoke and the heat were fcarcdy fupport- 
" able. * Surely Maria cannot be here 
" alone, when all the refl: of the family 
'* have efcaped,* whifpcred the defire of 
" fclf-prefervation, roufed by the danger 
'* that threatened me at every ftep : but 
^* love fpoke in a louder tone, boldly urg- 
^' ing me on in defpite of peril • and love 
.** wa^ viftorious. I was determined to be 
^* convinced by my own eyes, and I hat 
^* tened to afcend the hundred fteps, that 
"led to* the miferable apartment of my 
" miftrefs* As I drew near, I heard the 
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** plaifttivd crks of an infanr. I redou- 
*^ blexJ my fpeed, aad fbon diftinguiflied 
«* tlie voice of the^ Httle Ida. Arrived at 
^ ibe dooy > .^ .* diftraction { it was fatten- 
*^* ed wiibiff. Thf bohs, however, gave 
*^ way to oty exertions, and I found Maria 
^* extended fcnfclefs on the floor. The 
** window, at which, no doiibt, (he had at* 
** tempted to efcape, but had been terrified 
" by its height, was open, and the child had 
*^ crawled along the floor to her nurfe; 
^^ whom ibc endeavoured to awake with 
** crying. What a fpedtacle !- . . . But I 
** (topped not long to Contenkplate it. I 
** threw Maria' acrofs my Ihoulders^ took 
** the infaHt iif my arms, and h«vii»g thus 
<* gaUied th« court in fafcty, I fee down my 
V burden to tak« breathe U fceiBed as if 
f^ an angel hod lent me wings, fo diflicuU 
^^ did it appear^ witkout fupernatural aflift« 
** ance, to have pafled unhurt through 
<< Chofe volumes of flame and of fflaoke> 
^ chut Oft aU fidca (iirrow Ddfd i3:^% 
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Maria coming to herfelf, wm feizcd 
"the fijfft moment of her being able tp 
" walk, to- remove from this place of terrgr ^ 
" for, large as was the courts w^ were far 
** from being in fafety there. We fooa 
*' gained the foreft, to which, the night be- 
•^ fore, thefe incendiary banditti had re«; 
I* forted, and there we veqtured to take 3 
" little reft, believing ourfelves fcciire from 
V the fire and f\wrd of the enemy. 

•* I aflced Maria how it had been pot 
** fibkJbr her and, i^he yooio^prigccfs tq 
**h^vc; b^a tbusL aoiU/ ai^^doped/^^^ 
^^ her ^afwer^ ^I .found, that fh& kpcfr PQr 
^ thing of \Wiat had paftd % that ihf Sg)it^' 
.** of thjp dances alone had informed her ^ 
/> the, danger i;hat: threat;cqefl h^? j%^^j{i"|f 
.** 4he hi>d iq ts^a.callcd'foj; afli^aocf ,, bcgjr 
-^ ging thp^ dpor 9¥ght l)^)Ojpf npdi ; th^ ikt 
ft h^^ttffmpicd to )eap out 0^ (be wind^vr^ 
i^and that,, ac length, fifiding heriiblf loflr 
"^^wtthotn: tecourit,. . Am h^ iwOOMd wtk 
•*^de%ain 
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*• It was not till afterwards that I learnt 
^* the true circumftanccs of the affair. Count 
** Everard, deceived by his wife, God knows 
" with what view, gave no credit to my in- 
** formation till fome hours after my im- 
** prifonment. It was then confirmed by a 
*' neighbouring fhepherd^ who, as well as I, 
** had difcovered the projeft of the knights 
•* of St. Martin, and haftened to inform 
*^ the count. He then loft not a moment 
** in endeavouring to place his family in 
^* fafety, while he determined himfelf to 
^* remain in his caftle,^ aflemble his meh^ 
«^and wait the approach of the enemy. 
/• The (hepherd offered himfelf as a guide to 
^* the fugitives, and to conduft them, by a 
** fecret road, over the hills. The count, 
*' as he haftily took leave of his wife, or- 
** dered her to take with her cvefy thing 
** that was worth carrying off, and repaired 
*' immediately to his pofJ. The countefs 
** obeyed her hulband's injunctions ; fhc 
<< left behind her nothing fhc thought worthy 
;* her care j the little Ida was forgotten by 
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^^ miftake, or perhaps dy dcfign ; a circum- 
** ftance not to be wondered at, if we conli- 
** der the fentiments and feelings of thil 
•* cruel ftcp-nnoihen 

" Of all this, however, Maria was igno- 
** rant. She remarked, indeed, that there 
•* was a buttle in the court, into which her 
** window looked, and preparations making, 
** for a journey, but (he fuppofed it to be^ 
•* nothing more than one of thofe yiCit^ 
^^ that were occafionally paid to the gen- 
** tlemens* feats in the neighbourhood •,. 
*^ during which (he and her charge always 
" enjoyed greater liberty, and wh'icb> oi 
** courfe, flie bebdd with fenfations of plea- 
** fure. Befides, the height of her apart- 
*^ ment was too great to fuffer her to heat 
^ what was laid below; as- was the court tdO' 
•* diftant from the principal front of the 
^ cattle, for her to perceive the attack' o0 
«* the enemy. 

•« The little (he beard, bowererj ren^ 
** dered her fufficiently curious ta^eodca*- 
-** vourto get oucof tbeprifon albtted ibP 
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'* her refidence ; but flxc found the door 
*^ faflened ; at this (be was by no means 
^ furpri(ed> as it frequently happened whca 
<' the' countefs was in an iil-humour. She 
f^yraitedy therefore, hoping that the girl, 
** who ufually brought her fupper, would 
•* tell ;her what was going forward. The 
*' girl did not make her appearance : it grew 
•^iaie ^ Maria and the little Ida, ta whom 
V it had before happened more than oner 
^ to go to bed Aipperleisj fell alleep, and 
** were at length awakened by the fire. In 
" vain flic foi>ghit to cfcape j dc^ir and 
•* teftor btreft her of all fcnfation 5 and 
•* when ftve awoke from her fwoon, (he faw 
•• herfclf feycd, favcd by me, without 
** knowing the occafien of the danger (ht 
*vhad mn, or the manner in which ike kad 
•* been esftric^ted from it. 
. " Aft^r having evcered ii^w a foH ex* 
•Vplapation of all tbe(c fubjefts, we beg»» 
»< CO iotm fehiemes for Q\Sf future condedt. 
'' Ktifie wete (otally.r^p^naLnt to thefe of 
^^MM'ia* I k)r>(kd on Ida's bti^g re^ 
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^^ Stored t0 Hret hiker, while fhc; ^xtfpe^ 
" jfflftcd at the barbarity .with whicli thr 
•* poor child had bec» tJcfcrted, fworr 
^^that ihe would never more have inter*- 
** courfe with- mcj^ if I perfifted ia n^f dc^ 

*• To thqft, wik> do nne the honour ta» 
^* lifett to my n<rratirc> I leave it ta br 
•* decided> whether, a& MarU xleclared to 
me, to* deliver the young prmceft lAtc^ 
the hands of her fiep-inather, and to de*- 
prive her of iWf^ would not be one aiKt 
** the feme thiog. ; For my own part, I wa^ 
^ then of a dii^erent opinion; ^ B con&dedi 
** in count Everard's affedtion (or bisdtughr^ 
^ ter, and hoped that he would beoome a. 
** more j^6Uy^.proteAor of her belplefs in- 
*'*fancy, wheq his eyes were opened i^ 
" the perfidious defigns of his wife, Ncr- 
ccflSty,. however, confpired with love, h^ 
prevent the ptrformjiiKe of what ap^ 
** peared jo me fo juft*. I could not bear 
^ ihe t^ougt^ of Fenouncing A^ria ^. andl 
^! tQ jf^ CfOUAt ^^sax4^ and tcSioxc (#» 
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** him his daughter, was, for the prcfcnt, 
*^ imprafticablc. The knights of St. Mar- 
•* tin fo infcfted the roads^ that every paC- 
•* fage was intercepted ; and the animofity 
*' of the imperial towns for a long time 
** prevented the count of Wirtemberg from 
•• having any fettled abode. He had great 
** difficulty to recover his wife from the 
** hands of his enemies, into which (he 
*' had fallen, notwithftanding the priecau- 
** tion that had been employed. At length 
*^ the bifhop of Stralburg afforded them an 
** afylum ; but, being a relation of the 
** countefs, we were afraid of entruiling Ida 
•• to his care. 

" Our rcfidcnce in the forcft was of Ihort 
•* duration, and the firft place to which 
** we repaired was Nuremberg, The lo- 
*' quacity of Maria quickly difcovered that 
•^ we were fdgitive and altenated vaflfels 
** of the count of Wirtemberg, and we were 
accordingly received with civility, and 
even with kindnefs. Here I efpoufcd 
^^ her, having, however, been prcvioully 
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•* obliged, before I could obtain her con- 

*^ fcnt, to bind myfelf by an oath not to 

** reftore Ida to her parents till (he (hould 

** be ten years of age, qnd, in the mean 

•* time, to let her pafs for my daugh- 

'^ ter. 1 immediately refamed the pxokC- 

•* fion of a fculptor, to which I had been 

" bred. Some pieces which I executed 

*• were confiderably admired, and g^ned 

me reputation. I was chiefly employed 

in decorating churches and convents. At 

*^ length I was invited to Prague, where the 

•* conftruftion of the cathedral detained mc 

'* fo long, that I became attached to the 

** city, where I had reaped confiderable 

*' emoluments, and I determined to make 

" it my future abode. Meanwhile Ida 

*^ grew up. Her beauty, and an education 

*• which we gave her, fuitable to her birth, 

^^ occasioned her to be noticed, fo that we 

** could not admit her to appear in public*. 

*• Once, however, my imprudent wife urged 

** mc to depart from the rule of conduA 

^ I badbiddowO) and our fuppofed daugh* 
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** tv made ber apptsuance at your m^dy't 
** nuptials ; a tlep, young pi in^fs, that 
*^ pr 0ved the fouree of all the mi&foriun^s 
** which hM fiticc befallen you^*' 

•* Say father of all my felicity/' critd: 
Ida, tenderly ptejOicg the bafld of S«phi» 
to ker lips. 

" My wife,"" continued Monftcr^ •* haeE 
*« her f£hcme»» She was contioually rc»- 
** proaefaing htf felf for Havii^ deprived. 
^ her deal prmcefe of the advaatages of 
** her birth, and yet Was far from coftfent- 
*^ing that 1 ihouW leftore be»; t^ bcip fathen 
*^ She was in reality defirous of rating her 
•^ ta diftindtion> Md obtaining her a fon- 
♦* twpje, witiodHSt the fuccour of the counts 
** Sheeottld not forgive his^ Wind attachment 
♦*• to bis fecond wife> and confcquent neg-- 
*^ le<a of bk chiM^ and (he therefore hated 
<♦ Mm too cordially, le confcnt that be- 
•* &ould hosrc the pteafwc of contrib^ing^ 
*^* to the fmwrc happinefs of Ida. The 
^* hopes 6f my wife vrcrc cbkrfly groufwlc^ 
^^ e»,tim favour ol iha «emprds#* Md ibr 
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•* felicitated hcrftlf on the paffioa for Idai^ 
*' which we foon difcovered io the yoang 
^' Hermaa of Unna^ ajid frconded ft cbe 
•* more readily, becaufe fhe knew tkat lie 
** was an objedt of enmity to the qoxxm of 
'* Wirtcmberg, She formed a thoulind 
*' prqjefts, committed a thoufand indiiicr^ 
'* tions, till at length (he fo invdved in- 
•^ difficulties her, whom (he was ende»> 
** souring to render happy, that ihc wm on 
the point of falling airidtim to her ilUad^ 
vifed meafures, when I happily interpaf^ 
ed, and took perhaps the only ftep that 
" could have faved her^ I difcovered her 
^ birth to her fathen There wa^ oodifi- 
" culty in convincing hinr of the faft ^' her 
features, and the marks fhe had brotighi: 
into the world with her, being too wcU 
** known to him to permit him to doubt.-^ 
** His wife had becn^ dead above a twelve- 
•* month ;^ and having lately IdH the only 
** daughter that he fuppofed remained tQ 
** him, and who had bees betrothed to the 
]^ duke of Brunfwk, he was not difpleafed 
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*' at thus unexpe&cdly finding another.— 
** Thus the heart of count Wirtembcrg was 
•• fufficicntly at liberty for him to fee with 
*' plcafure her whom he had formerly 
*• abandoned, whom he believed to be dead, 
•* or, at leaft, for ever loft to hirri, and to 
^* whom he has juft vowed, that every trace 
*' of what Ihc has fuffercd fhall be oblite- 
^* rated by his kindnefs.'* 

Here Munfler cfofed his recital. Wa 
fighed, and Sophia promifed to aft the part 
of a parent to her, and take her under her 
immediate care, fhould the count prove un- 
faithful to his word, ** The point moft im- 
** portant at prcfcnt,** added (he, " is to de- 
'•* vife, my dear friend, the means of expe-

HERMAN departed. The informa- 
tion given him by Munfter of the doubtful 
iituation of Sigifmond was confirmed to 
him on the road.

tears. What glory for him, what fatif- 
fa<^ion, to be thus praifed before a thou** 
fand witnefles by a fovereign, who ^d al«* 
ways appeared to flight him, and to whom 
he had given a hundred proofs of attach- 
ment, without his feeming to have paid 
them the lead attention !

ment and efleetri. It was Kunzm^ri of 
HertingAawfew, who bad afcribed td HtN

"What!" faid Herman to Herting- 
fliaufen^ putting his hand to bis fword, 
^^ ibaU we fuffer our mafter to be. thus in* 
** fuitcd ?'* The uprogr, iticrcafed ; all rofe 
from their feats ; here and there labres 
were drawn, and the king was at length fo 
prefiedj that the ill defigns harbored 
againft his perfon were no longer doobtfuU 
Inflantly Herman drew bis fWo^d, and bis 
example was followed by Hertii^gfliaufen; 
and all tlie other young knights who wcri 
prefent, Sigifinond was^ thrown down^ 
and his enemies dared employ againft him 
weapons, "which to all true knights are pro* 
bibitcd, Upon^this Herman feized Andrew 
Gara by the throat and plucked him fofcibly 
from the body of his matter; and others 
did the fame by the general ; the king was 
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refcued, and the knights gained the field of 
battle. But foon the match became too 
unequal: a confiderablebody of cavaliers 
was introduced^ and the defenders of Sigif- 
mond ^ere fome beaten to the ground^ 
others difarmed^ and all^ as well as the king» 

treated with the utmoft indignity^ and 
loaded with chains. 

Two only however of thcfc had the 
honour eventually to (hare his fate, Her- 
man and Hertingfhaufcn. The others, 
almoft all effeminate courtiers, were eafily 
turned from their duty, cither by promifcs 
or by threats ; and none of them envied 
the two loyal fervants of Sigifmond the ad- 
vantage of participating their mafter*s mif- 
for tunes, of being like him ill-treated, fet- 
tered, put into a covered waggon, and t:on- 
du(5ted to a place where the artful nobles 
hoped they fhould be able to deal with the 
king as they pleafed, without having any 
thing to apprehend from the people.

THE prifoDcrs were- conduced to ttste 
caftle of Soclos. Herman knew this caflSe 
to be chr principal feat of the Gbra fsmaWy^ 
txtd conUi therefore eafily imagines wfoat 
treatment his unfortunate mafler bad tto ev? 
peA in a pkoe where hit eoemtes enjoyed 
unlimited power. His expefkationa, bow* 
ever, which foreboded nothing but inful^ 
•nd death tO'Stgifoiondi were for onoe dif^ 
appointed* 

^ The event wbich kd to th^ Xeizure of 
the king was by no means accidental^ but 
the refult of a ^rcviouily concerted fcheme^. 
It had been refolved to fecure his ,perfoi>j 
dethrone him^and put another in his place : 
but in the execution of this plan^ the line, 
chalked Oiut had been outrageouily departed 
from, and it was prefentJy thought advife* 
able to aflume fome appearance of decency 
and moderation. Intoxication had made 
the enemies of Sigifmond forget, that he^ 
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whom they thus treatiedius a rile fla^re^^wai^ 
ftUl their fov^reig^ and that this digraee* 
f ul procecdiDg wouldhring^ public diihonour 
oa theiufelvesi. When the fumea o( wine 
therefore had fomewhat evaporated^ thougbr 
the Garas did^ not lefs buror with the defire^ 
of vengeaoce than before, thejr were a(baa»- 
ed to perfevere in. a coruhiA that migbti 
ruin, their pretentions to the crowa^ of. 
Hungary^ and induce the people to take the 
part of the contemptible fon of Charles IV* 

Tb^ kingfs fetters were accordingly* 
taken off ; and^from the dungeon to which, 
he had at firft been configned, he was 
transferred to a:fplendid apartment.: he. 
was, even aiked, if he wilhed to be waited; 
oaby thofe. gentlemen of his -court, who* 
were prifoners with himi,and^ on his an» 
fwf ring{ in the affiimaiive, they were en** 
Utgjid for that purpofe*- 

The : fituation of Sigifmond. wa» nocpr 
fupportable ;; and it became fiill mox;^ fo^ 
whea JiichaJaa. and.Afldrcwj.xhe., two iGa- 
rftSK obligf fLtaquit ihexaiSkpn accouot^ 
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fyixie affairs that required their attendance 
to the capital, relinquiflicd to their mother- 
in-law the care of the royal prifonen 

Before I proceed with my narrative, it' 
ihay not be a mifs to give the reader fome 
aiccouht of this lady, Helen Gara, widow 
of the deceafed Nicholas, whom Sigifmond 
Had formerly put to death, and ftep-mother 
to the general and the governor. She was 
a young and handfome widow of twenty- 
fivei who had not been fo inconfolable at 

the lofs of her old and decripid hufband, 

» 

as to retain any very durable hatred againft 
his murderer. It is true.flie had talked of 
nothing but vengeance as long as her fons- 
in-law were within hearing, and appeared 
to enter into their views, becaufe fhe found 
it neceflary to the compaffing her own : 
but the imprifonment of Sigifmond in the 
ca^e of Soclos, infpired her with deiigns 
very different from thofe entertained by his 
enemies. 

The love of pleafure and the love of 
fway conftituted the grand features of her 
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charaaer. Sigifmond, notwithftandlnff his' 
J«e, was one of the handfomefl princes of 
l«s time i he was a king, he was brother 
to the emperor, and would in all probabiUtv 
fucceed him, if Winceflaus ihouJd die or 
be dethroned. What fubjed, for reflec,> 
t.on ; what allurements to a woman fuch as 
we have defcribed the miftrefs of the 
caftle ! Could fte hefuate ? could fte re 
m«n in doubt, whether to favour the unjuft 
defigns of her foi^s-in-law, the accompl ^ 

ment of which Height probably be remo^ 
even d.d they ever fucceed, or to ingratiate' 
herfelf w.th a prince, who might repay h.r

The king had one whole wing of the 
caftte appropriated to his ufe* His courts 
hitherto compofed folely of Kunzman and 
Herman of Unna, was now augmented.— 
He was treated as a foVereign, had per- 
miflion to walk in the gardens^ and there 
was nothing to remind him of his being) 
a prifoner, but the guards that always ac-- 
companied, at a certain diftance, him and 
his two gentlemen. 

Sigifmond rejoiced at this change in bis 
lot, which elated him with hope. He* 
fought to develope the caufe ; and be was 
not long in difcovering, that it originated 
in the benevolence of the princefs. • The- 
portrait of Helen decorated all bis apart- 
ments, and he had fometimes feeu the ori<» 
ginal^ :^t>a difianoe in the g^en^ i^ot mtk^ 
out admiration. 
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Thefe was.no (hare fo dangeroui |o Si- 
gifmond, as female beauty. Whilfl» how* 
ever^ he paid homage to its charms^ he had 
too high an ojpimonofhiairelf to think any 
woman could refiil hiin. With the fisntt^ 
meats of Helen he was foon acquainted ; 
her a&ion>^oke a language fufficieotly 
plain. . His love of eafe, and the fufceptibi- 
lity cf hb heart,, were daily flattered by 
new attentions ; and his gratitude, his in* 
clin^tted fbi" the hlr enchantrefi, who h*l 
the art of r^ndfering his prifon fo agreeable, 
were heightened by fadr having the addre& 
to avoid him, and give him no opporaioity 
of thanking her in perfon. The view of her 
portrait, and die praife^ continually be- 
ftiwed on her by thofe abotit hini> trani^ 
formed his gratitude into the inoft violent 
love.. He burned with the.dcfire of fee- 
ing her. Secret propofals were then made^ 
emiflar fes fent from one to -the other^i and 
meetings took place, till the parties wefc 
tl>crfca;ly agreed, .^Decency fc4 thicna to en- 
deavour to throw a veil over their, prqcjccjl-

Sigifmond, not being sccuftooi^ to 
read in the eyes of tho/e about hki^ a iecret 
dii^pprobation of bis conduct, Herman was 
jiept af a difibanoe, and the wily meflenger 
of lov^ the Gomplaifaiw Hertipgihaufeht 
employed on every occafion. 

As Herman's attachment to his maftet- 
had coafiderably dimimflied, he was lel^ 
fenfible to the preference given another^ 
and envied not Kunznun tdie favour of a 
prince whom he would n^w willingly have 
quitted* " To what purpofe is the effer 
^' minateltfe I anst leading hti^ ?" wx)uld he

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CHAPTER K. 

EVERY thing has an end : a paflion of 
the nature df that of Helen and Sigifmond, 
is belide' feldom of long duration^ and we 
are almoft tempted to give the princefs ibme 
credit for its brevity, by attributing it to 
her little experience on fuch fubjcdts.

fome Barbe, formerly maid of honour to 
queen Mary of Hungary^ and for whom he 
was indebted to Sigifmond. 'Barbe was the 
guarantee of her hufband's fidelity, as, but 
for her« he might eaflly have been gained 
by any one that knew his imbecility. She 
was entirely devoted to the king, profefiedly 
ftom gratitude for having beftowed licr on 
Peter the Weak ; her fpoufe, at leaft, was 
fully convinced of this ; biit there were 
people who thought diflSc(entIy, and the 
fequel will probably inform Os, which par* 
ty was in the right. iThui much is certain, 
that Barbe had maintaied the befi difpofi- 
tion of loyalty towards Sigifmond in ho: 
hufband, who had always need of being 
moved by fome external impulfe, to enable 
liim to take part in any thing ; and that fht 
was the principal motive thdt had induced 
the king to prefer the caftle of count Peter 
for his afylunv Sigifmond. and his two 
companions/ Herman and Hertingihaufen» 
were received with opdn sitvns ', ind th6ug;h 
tfie c(Hint ezpre^d fimply enoi^h his aflo* 
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nifhment at this fudden vifir, it appeared, 
Deverthelefs, that Barbe had long expeded 
her illuftrious gueft. 

Herman was not {f^ blind on the fubjeA 
as count Cyly. He obfcrved looks of ior 
t<;Uigencie between his mailer and the coun- 
ters \^ he perceived alfo, that Hertingihau-^ 
fen was at the bottom of the fecret, and 
treated by Barbe as an old acquaintance^ 
Hence it was eafy for him to infer,, that the 
frequent abfence of Hcrtinglhaufen, during 
the latter part of their abode at the caftle- 
of Soclosy^when Sigifmond and his people 
were no longer treated as priibners> was for 
the purpofe of carrying, on a. fecret corce- 
fpondence between the king, and thecoun- 
tefa; and that his mafter had been prompted 
to quit Helen, Icfs from difguft of the idle 
and voluptuous life he led with het, than a 
defire to vilit hi& ancient friends 

Afiewdays were fufikient to convmceH^r* 
many, that the fcenes of difTipation whicb 
bad taken place in the caflle of SocIqs 
iwjuld. here be renewed \ and that his hopes 
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of re-entering on in a£live Hfej atid of pur> 
ftjing his fortune^ were built on a fandy 
foundation. 

This conYiftion led him to refumehts 
former purpofc of Icavitig his mafter, as 
there was nothing to induce him to ftay at 
the caftlc of Cyly. It is true, that it was 
fbmetimes propofed in the cabinet council 
of Sigifmond, to take effc&ive n^eafures for 
replacing the monarch immediately 6n the 
throne; but thefe meafures were defietred 
from day to day, and the means chofen for 
the aceomplilhment of this great defign 
confilled Jefs in the employment of force 
of arms, than of artifice and intrigue-, 
things in which Herman was totally unflcil- 
led, and of which he was even fo impolitic 
as tq own his difapprobation. 

What rendered his abode at the caftleof 
Cyly ft ill more difagreeable, was the want 
of a friend whom he could love^ and in 
whom he might confide. Before they left 
Soclos, the conduft of Hertiflgfcaufen had, 
moEC than once^ excited his couteiApt^ and

I fhaH here drop the kutttw, to conceal 
from my reader the horrible fcenes that 
pafled in the caffle of Cyly i and content 
myfelf with frying, that they were fuch 
as, in the eyes of Herman, to give it the 
appearance of an infernal abode, which he 
thought continually of quitting; and that 
the only circumftance, by which he wasde- 
tamed, was his being doubtful whether he 
ought to be filent, before he departed, or 
inform his matter of the abominable prac- 
tices of the countefs. T-he former his pro- 
bity forbad i and his delicacy revolted ac 
the latterj 

In the explanation that he mufi have 
entered into with Sigilmond, he muft have 
owned his knowledge of the monarch's con^ 
neftions with the wife of cotmt Peter, an4 
that, perhaps, without daring to hate ex- 
prcflcd all the horror wkh which it infpired 
him ; a condiift which appeared to him a 
'fert of tacit approbation, to which he could 
by no means bring himfelf to conftnt : a«d 
thus he remained undecided, till new dii^ 
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coTcrici fined up tTic meafufe of his indig- 
natioOy ancl precipitated his departure. 

The contempt with which Herman re- 
paid the advances of the countefs, had drawn 
on kim her hatred ; nor was fhe contented^ 
till ihe had infufed fimilar fentiments into 
the mind of Sigifmond. Hertinglhaufen 
had already^ at 3ocIos, deprived Herman qf 
the firft place in \m maftef^s afiedions ; and 
at Cyly our knight ceafed to be ibmmoned 
to the deliberations held on the fubjeA of 
reinftating Sigifmond On the throne. He 
difcovcred, too, that the regaining of the 
crown of Hungary was not the fole objecSl 
in agitation ; 'for- the ambitious Barbe had 
infpired the king with more elevated pre- 
tenfions. It had formerly been predided 
to h^r that ihe fiioiuld be an emprefs s. al- 
ready (he confidered herielf as the wife of 
Sigifmotid ; and it b therefore not to be 
wondered at> that flie fi>ught to inftil into 
him the defire of afcending the imperial 
throne^ the object of her deareft Wilbes^ and 
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to which iht, had no hope of ^rrivl^^ ua^

While Winceflaus, (hut up in a caftle, 
owed his fafety folely to the prudence of 
Sophia, whofe tender care he repaid after 
his manner, the aHairsof Sigifmond in Hun- 
gary had taken a fiivourable cum ; his ene- 
mies were tumbled, ancJ, by the affiftanCc 
of count Cyly, brother to Peter the Weak, 
he had re-afcended the throne. He mar- 
ried the widow of the dcceafcd count, and 
found in this union the cfeferved chaftifc- 
ment of his perfidy tefpedling queen Maryi 
the princcfs Helen, and a thoufand others. 
Barbe ruled him defpotically. The only 
point fhc could not obtain from Sigifmond, 
was to keep Hcrtingihaufen in his fervice. 
The remembrance of tbe^^kife, which he

Some evil genius feemed to have arrange* 
ed matters for the very purpofe of thtow* 
ing fufptcion on the ioooceftt, and favouring 
the guilty : for who would fuppbie they be- 
held a murderer in a per fan, who, inftead 
of flyings approached with an air of cran« 
quiliity, which a villain, after the commif^ 
iion of a crime, is incapable of ai&imtog; 
in a young man, whofe every feature fpoke 
innocence and candour ? The only refcrn^ 
blance betw^n bina and Kuneman, the au-^ 
thor of the murder, confifted in their ar» 
AKHif, and the rofc-colourcd fleeye worn by 
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aeh, both of them bclongrng to the fame 
order of knighthood. 

Herman had been little accuftomec) to 
yield.to «n enemy, without defending him- 
felf.

duced oA Herman by the wine he had fwal- 
lowed. This drink, in his prefent fitua- 
tion, was a£tual poifon ; but for the mo- 
ment it revived him, and gave him a dc- 
gi^ce of ftrength and vivacity almofl: equal 
to a perfon in health.

From this period there fubfifted a cool- 
Bffs between the princefs and her gover- 
nante.

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The reader will recoiled,, that, at tbc 
age of twelve or thirteen ye^irs, HeroPian 
had fled from the terrors of a convert, in 
which he was on the point of tieisg im- 
mured, to becpme one of the pages of the 
emperor Wincefl^us. So libertine a ftep* 
could i^ot fail to difpleafe his relations^ 
mod of whom, male as well as female, had 
embraced a monadic life ; accprdingly they 
had fince held little correfpondence with 
the gracelefs fugitive.

.Thofe therefore were noD the relatioB^^ 
that, on bis arrival jn hit native f6il^ be was 
ddhovs of feeing>' Bur be- fck difierratiy 
refpcdting another brother, deftiftcd', like 
hioifelf, for a cloifter^'and bis fiAers- Agnes 
aad^Petronilla^wkb^whoQir be fceqaenriy 
wifbed to begtiile the bourse wbik be foil- 
tarily waited the return of tbe^old count of 
Unna. At lengtb be ventured ^o enquire 
aficer them» and wa» informed that bis bro* 
ther John had quitted: the convent to enter 
into.tbp teutonic order of kniglu^^ but that 
the nuns of Uberwaffer were ftill m their . 
nionafkery* 
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The,.count*s ft^Y Ucing prgtradtcd, and 
Herman finding himfelf peffcdtly in tha 
xnidft of ftxangers, he refolyed .to vifit the 
monaftery.

" Wh^ the? are you ?" cri^ Agnes, adr 
vancing nearer the grate, in order to ob« 
ferve him more diftin£tly.

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*^ O Herman, Herman 1*' exclaimed Pew 
tfoniUa, . clafping her hands. ^' Yes, ic is 
*< indeed our Herman I My heart did not 
«* deceive me/* 

*'My brother! my good angel! our 
*' only comfort under all our affliSion$ !" 
faid Agnes weefnng. *^ Ah^ why cannot I 
^* fold tfaee in my amu !*' 

The rapture of thefe kind and virtuous 
fouls, at (ight of a brother whom they 
fondly loved, and from whom they bad fo 
long been feparated, is not to be delcribed, 
and for a while it bereft Herman of the 
power of fpeech . • • • At length their joy 
becoming more calm, he again fpoke of 
her who had made on him fo unfavourable 
an imprtffion, who had fo furioufly re- 
viled, and ftrove with fo much malice to 
dilhonour ^im.

The nuns began to weep^ and it was dif- 
ficult for Herman (6 far to tranquilliit their 
feelings, as to obuin from them the iofoc- 
mation he wanted*

Herman dire^ed towards his (ifters a 
look, that exprefled his gratitude, and the 
regret he felt at not being able to teftify it 
as he could wifh. The forrow he difplayed 
in his countenance ^as minnterpreted.** 
•* Do not afflid: yourfelf, my dear brother,** 
faid Agnes with emotion, holding out to 
him her hand. *' If Bernard refufes, wc 
** will aflift you ourfelyes ; we are not fo 
*' poor 2^ you may imagine ; all the prc- 
*' fcnts we have received from you are ftill 
*' in our poffeiSon, and will perhaps prove 
** fufficient. But ah ! whither will you go i 
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•• Where can you be fafc from your 
** flVcogers ? Pctronilla, do you advife himi 
^•-youarc generally fertile in expedients: 
'* but be quick -, a momtnc's delay may be

Herman had no means of quieting the 
apprehenlions of his fitters, but by a rela« 
tioB of his adventures, from which they

Onr party was in no hafte to feparate* 
The rules of the convent were not very

** Herman, yet I fee no reafon why he 
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'^ may not ftay a few days, and be intro- 
^^ daced to his relations^ as he has certainly 
*' as nnuch right to the afli^ance of his brp* 
" thcr as the fejfi(h Catherine/* .. 

Hernaan tiemblcd at the enmity tJrfuU 
difplayed for herfifter^ though at the fame 
time fhe was tefiifyiag her goodnefs to« 
wards Jiim. He aflured her that he was not 
cx)m^ to aikv afTifiance^ or to remain many 
d^ys, Ipfing the time which was of import* 
ance to his flight % that he wiihed not to give 
umbrage to any one by his prcfencc; and 
that he had undertaken this journey by the 
advice of the duke of Auftria, who had led 
him to hope, that the old count of tTnna, 
chief of the fecret tribunal in thofe parts^ 
could effefl: a farther inveftigation of his 
unhappy affair, and procure him an op-r 
portunity of proving his innocence. 

The name of the count of Unna was tcr 
the abbefs of Marienhagen as an eledricalf 
ffiock.

Herman was fatiated with the verbofe 
prolixity of this narration* He attempted 
to reply, but the abbe^ would not liften to 
him, and made him confcnt to be incro*

who refided at Plettenburg* 

It gr^w late^ and Herman was obliged 
to quit the lifters he loved, together with 
her towards whom he felt no partiality* At

warmth, calling her by the tender name of 
fiiler^ .. . , 

. By her fide was her hufband, Ulric of 
Scnden, whofe figure was one of thofe^ 
which nature rarely forms^ difplaying thac^ 
model of human beauty in ifs tktmoft pefr 
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feftioiiy whkh the Grecian artift timgined 
for bis ApoUOy while the ezpreffion of his 
ftatures befpoke a mind not at all inferior. 
He embraced our knight with dignity ; and 
Herman, won, as is ufual with young per* 
ibns^ by the impreflion of external charms, 
prefled htm with ardour to his bofomt He 
was furprifed at finding a phyfiognomy of 
this defeription in a circle of peribns, the 
majority of whom had little to boaft in point 
of beauty, and fiill more, that luch a man 
ihould be the hu/band of Catherine \ and he 
looked at the twa nuns, to exprefs to them 
his aftonifhmenc.

She appeared ftrioufly offeftded li^ith 
our cht^Talier for fata too urgent imp<>rttint- 
ttes, and would not addrefs a fingle word tt) 
him during the remainder, of the day^ the 
1^ he was to fpeod at her houfe* Mean- 
while ibt bad yet not abandoned the hope 
of fcp*rating him. from UJrk. . . ' 

Hermaa peffiftfcd in his intention of ac^ 
compatiying hts fifter boftie^ and as ibon as 
it was known, Ulric was invited to ftay i 
few days longer at Piett^nburg, 

A deadly palends overQ)iead .the coun-
